terrific force with the freight. Ffteen excur- 
sion coaches were telescoped and four ocen- 
pants killed outright, andEngineer Walmsley 
anc his son, the fireman, crushed beneath the 
engine. Abouttwenty were severely injured 
and twany slightly. Thedead, as far as can 
be learned, are Wm. Cook>+ Aylmer and Engi- 
neer Walmsley and son; ThomasJ. tine:, 
of Jarvis;amanfrom Delhi, name unknown, 
andit. Stanley of Copenhagen. The names 
oi the wounded asfar as known are Dennis 
and wife, BayCity, Mich., badly hurt; Ehas 
Adams and wife, of Matehide, and kK. P. 
pleck, Vienna;a young lady from Bay City, 
Mich.: Chas. Brown and daughter, of Mala- 
hide; Frank Morrison, Clayton Warnock and 
Glover Harrison, of Aylmer. One car has not 
been reached by the rescuing party at tiie 
last account, and fears are entertained 
that more bodies are underneath the 
debris. The bulk of the passengers were for. 
tunately in the rear end Or the excursion train; 
otberwise the effect of the collision would have 
bee much more serious. The 
damage to the road is very heavy, 
SLX pussenger coaches, two engines and sever 
al freight cars being piled upon cach other in 
the ditch alongside the track.

FAILURES. 


The Number, Liabilities and Distribution for 
the Past Nine Months, 


NEW YORB, September 30.—The failures for 


the nine months ending September 30, Issl, are 
reported by Dun, Weinon & Co. as 3,%), as 
compared with 3,476 for the corresponding 
period of lss0. The liabilities for the three 
fourths of the present year were $51,000,000, as 
compared with $45,000,000 forthe same period 
of Iss0@. The failures the last three montis 
have been 1,024, with liabilities of $10,000,000, 
while in the third quarter of 1880 they were 974, 
with liabilities of $12,000,000. A geovraphical 
distribution of failures showsthe Southern 
States suffered somewhat, inasmuch as the 
figures indicate that the liabilities for the first 
three months of ’380 were only  ¥##648,000 
as against 1,054,000 for the present 
quarter. On the other hand, tor the 
Western States the liabilities snow a decline ot 
nearly $650,000 in favor of this quarter. Inthe 
Middle States the liabilities are about 
$110,000 less in amount than in the correspond- 
ing period of ‘Sv. In the EKascern 
and Pacific States the liabilities are bnt little 
different from those of last year. In Canada 
un exceptionally good condition of affairs has 
prevailed the tailurcs for the last three months 
having been but 130, with Habilities of $787,090. 
This is a better showing than has been mace in 
the Dominion for any quarter the past six 
years,

that he 1s exceptionally tolerant towards the 
follies of youth. One modern habit he has 
no liking for and wili not hesitate to 
tell anybody that he looks on it as unsports- 
manlike. This distaste is not only a relic of 
the ancient prejudice, according to which 
smoking was regarded as a filthy practice, but 
arises from a feeling that cigars and pipes are 
as much out of place in the huntineg-field as 
ure pot-bats and stable-jackets.

Always abstemious to a 
decree, he is hardly ever known to 
eat a luncheon or to take even a biscuit with 
him on hunting days, though he may leave 
home at dawn and not return till long after 
dark. Twenty minutes after he gets back, 
however, dinner will be on the table, and 
whether it be the favorite leg of sweet Ex- 
moor mutton, followed by apple tart, or a 
simple dish of ham and eggs, makes little 
difference to his appetite. A single glass of 
wine, and perhaps a tumbler of hot grog, are 
all he ever indulges in, and his habits are a 
standing contradiction to the fallacy that 
conviviality necessarily degenerates into dis- 
Sipation. Surrounded by trophies of the 
chiuse, the skin ofa favorite hound or horse 
here, the slot of a gallant stag there, a por- 
trait of the wife who was a helpmeet indeed 
for so many years of his life, and the coun- 
terfeit presentments of friends like Paul 
Treeby, “the fox-hbunter rough and ready”?

in Devon believes there can be any harm in 
honest sport, so nobody has the least diffi- 
culty in reconci! e two positions. Mr, 
Russell’s clerical influence is perhaps the 
greater because of his sympathy with all 


classes in their harmless amusements. In 
return, the parishioners are so considerate 
that they will neither have a wedding 
nor a christening on one of his hunt- 
ing-days. Nobody could have labored more 
assiduously than he has done for less pay. 
seven years he did double duty at South 
olten and George Nympton for the misera- 
ble stipend of £80 a year. From 1832 to 1866, 
when he held the incumbency of Swimpridge 
and Landkey, his total income was £210, out 
of which he paid £84 for a house and £80 for 
a curate, and still, like Go!dsmith’s vicar,was 
‘‘nassing richoa £40 a year.”? Yet his mem- 
ory clings to that as the happiest time of his 
lire, and Black Torrington, with all its pecu- 
niary advantages, will never bave the same 
bold on bim as the dear old home in that 
charming district by the borders of Exmoor, 
where nearly tifty vears were passed, most of 
them inthe sweetest and most sympathetic 
companionship.

The real issue appears to 
lie deeper than this question of cost in dollars 
and cents. Ifthe existing State Government 
denies tothe people ofthe southern portion 
ofthe State advantages attainable under a 
separate State Government, then the entire 
(Commonwealth is interested ia the establish- 
mentoftihe new State. That State Govern- 
ment best caleulated to develop the resources, 
confer the greatest wealth, and estiblish the 
hi¢hest civilization in Southern California is 
the government to which the peopte of that 


section are justly entitled. Such a State 
Government might be cheap at $490,0v9, 
or almost anv other sum per annim. 


The question, when seriously considered, is 
one chiefly of fact. If the existing State 
Government does not perform for the people 
of Southern California all the legitimate 
functions of vovernment, or if their contin- 
ued annexation to the: body of the State de- 
hiestothem any element of progress, then 
the highest interests of both sections witl be 


subserved by a separation. We have not 
teen fortuniute enough to meet with any 
adequate showing upon these «ques- 


tions of fact. We do not understand the 
nature of the complaint made against the ex- 
isting State Government. We cannot, there- 
fore, determine whether the matters com- 
plained of are susceptible of being remedie’. 
Of one thing we feel perfectly assured: If 
the laws of the State act unequally upon the 
people of any section; if the State Govern- 
ment has withheld from any section the ex- 
ercise of anv rights accorded to other sec- 


tions; if the State has fostered the develop- 
ment of one section and obstructed the 


erowth of any other, a clear showing of the 
facts Would secure an immediate remedy for 
any and all such instancss of wrong or in- 
justice. The question of dividing the State 
may not be regarded as of serious import, 


| but its agitation proves the existence of either 


a real orfancied grievance, and in either case 
it deserves candid and serivus consideration.

There was issued at Washingtonthe other 
day a patent fora iittle device which, if gen- 
‘ra ly adopted by the public, promises to be- 
come areal boon to railway travelers who 
cerry luggage, andto remove the present ne- 
cessity for the periodical auction sales of bag- 
g:gefor whichno claimant or owner can be 
found. The article in question consists of a 
sort ofsmal!, thin card case, constructed of 
neatly plated metal, and whichis fastened by 
screws to the side of a valise or the lid or side 
of atrunk. The ease is furnished with a cover 

ike a box, andis fitted with a lock and key, 
to permit ofits being securely fastened after 
a cord coitaining the name and address of the 


owner of the luggage has been inserted on 
the inside. When this is done 
the owner has ae practical «duplicate 


check on the regular baggage check be re- 
ceives from the express or railroad baggage 
muster, and can thereufter travel with more 
contented comfort, feeling that he has his 
property doubly secured against loss. In 
case he should.lose his eheck tag, he can se- 
cure his property with comparatively little of 
the now unavoidable delav and vexation 
necessary to complete identification, by sim- 
ply producing the key, unlocking the card 
case and exhibiting his card to the bagzage- 
master. Furtber than this there could be 
uo longer experienced any inability to dis- 
cover the owner of the baggage. For in case 
the latter failedto come forward voiuntarily, 
the card-case could be broken open and the 
necessary information as to its ownership 
established. The device appears to be 
the invention of a = gentleman’ who 
has beenfor a number of years connected 
with the railroad business, and thus has 
vained familiarity with the defects he has 
~uccessfully soucht to remedy. It seems a 
little odd that an article so simple should not 
have been thought of before by somebody 
Who suffered annoyance because of its non- 
existeace, butnow that itis completed it is 
desirable that it should be placed in the 
hands of the public as soon as practicable. 
There is only one other desideratum which 
occurs tothe mind as necessary to render the 
invention absoiute perfection: that is some 
sort of a common device by which the bag- 
rage Will be insured against damage by rail- 
road porters. It appears, however, that 
though the inventor is fully conversant with 
this prime evil he has been unable to sue- 
cessfully grappie with the great problem of 
devising an effective remedy. The pubiie, 
therefore, will have to be satisfied with the 
present outcome of American ingenuity and 
patiently wait for time and fortune to pro- 
duce the other blessing.

A MUSEUM FOR THE CITY. 

Shall we have a public museum in St. Louis? 
forthis is really at the bottom of the ques- 
| tion of providing the Historical Society with 
x home. Thetitle, ‘*Historical Society,’’ 
though most honorable in itself and a token 
of culture, conveys no notion, in this com- 
munity at least, of what the association that 
bears it is organized to promote, and in so 
misleading. Nineteen persons in 
twenty associate the society with 
cussions of antiquated problems or the 
cathering of rattie-traps yellow with age, 
When, in point of fact, its main busines~, and 
the most important of the ends of its institu- 
tion, is to create and maintain a museum. 
Mr. W. B. THOMPSON, While recently in 
New England, took occasion to familiarize 
himself with the historical societies there, 
and he found, as he reports in a morning pa- 
per, that they are among the most 
active, useful and important of the 
pubic institutions, *‘landmarks of civilization 
and progress,’’ and that the large collections 
they possess are in reality museums. 

The Historical Society 1s probably the only 
purely benevolent association in the State. It 
is simply a trustee of things placed inits cus- 
tody: and its members have no more owner- 
ship or control, except asto management, 
of the property it acquires than the same 
number of persons of the general public not 
members. Whatever comes into its posses- 
sion is for the public indetinitely in the same 
sense, for instance,that the parks are for 
public use. It necessarily depends upon the 
community fo1 the means wherewith to per- 
form its functions. That the support may 
be adequate it is requisite thatthe soviety 
place itself on such easy relations with the 
public that its objects, aims and purpeses are 
thcroughly understood. Publication of consti- 
tution and regulations and circulars will never 
effect this: for as few have seen a_ historical 
society in its integrity, such publications, 
even if read, produce little impression. Tele- 
vraphs, electric lights, railroads would be as 
myths and never multiplied had people not 
been What they are and enjoved their fruits. 
A historical society can neyer show its capa- 
bilities or its practical ntility as a factor in 
providing for certaip recognized wants unless 
it be endowed with what is necessary there- 
for, any more than a Workman unprovided 
With tools can produce specimens of his 
workmanship. To speak of a museum that 
has no habitation sounds much like 
In fact the life of such asociety in 
uny true sense begins only when itisin its 
own home, as Mr. THOMPSON has shown in 
ihe report referred to. Jlere, then, isa-jpal- 
ary reason why the Historical Association 
thould be provided with a suitable abode in 
Which it can remain permanently.

ABLE FINANCIERING,. 


How President Green has Snubbed the Cot- 
ton en. 


A card appeared from Charley Green in the 
Western Watchman last week which was 
copied into the Globe- Democrat 
of this morning and which con- 
tains some singular revelations of the manner 
in which the Fair Association looks at the out- 
side world. This card states that ‘‘a good 
deal of talk is indulged in because we 
are to have no cotton exhibition, but 
the cotton men ask too much. They 


demanded unlimited free tickets with which 
to deluge the South, with a few hundred thou- 
sand to spare tor the West and Nortn.’’ This 
stutcement of Mr. Green's Mr. Gilkeson, the 
chairman of the late Cotton Committee. 
whose business it was to meet Mr. Green up- 
on this matter, brands directly as a lie. No 
unusual demand was made upon Mr. Green 
for tickets, only the usual courtesies 
were requested und declined, 1: 2 
a fact that every ticket issued has cost the re- 
qipient about fifty dollars. The sentiment 
among the cotton menis of extremeindignation 
aguinst Mr. Green, a feeling which hasbeen 
in no wise ameliorated bh: the publication of 
this card. The cotton brokers feel that an iin- 
Inense trade has been deiberately insulted by 
the Fair Association, and they feel that Mr. 
Green’s explanation is simply adding insult to 
injury. A business representing over $20,000, - 
0O0U in St. Louis has been deiberately slighted, 
and, of course, itis the Fvir and not the cotton 
factors who ate hurtin the matter. 

One gentleman, formerly a director of the 
Fair Association, suid to a reporter: ‘‘There 
is One thing inrevardto Mr. Green’s financial 
manugement ot the Fair to which 
you ought to call attention. The Fair 
Grounds, with allthe buildings and the ani- 
mals and evervthinz else therein, was made 
security for $175,000. .It would be impossible 
to tind better security for the money.

Here are the 
naps showing the location of fire-plugs and 
water-pipes. The Gage foundry district below 
Broadway is dependent for protection upon 
the 6-inch pfpe on PBreadway, which 
connects with the pipe on Mallinckrodt 
and another pipe on Spring street. Between 
spring, Mallinckrodt, Broadway and the river 
—fna large area—there is chance to get a stream 
from but one engine, as the supply must come 
from the small pipe on Broadway. This, how- 
ever, is only a rare condition of things, and, as 


[f said before,itis unfair to apply it to the 
whole citv.’’ 

Mr. Whitman showed the Postr-DiIsparcn 
reporter bythe map that the whole city was 


laid off in squares of about a halt-mile, sur- 
rounded by tWenty-inch pipes, through which 


runs a network Of six-inch pipes. Plugs are 
placed along atadistance of a block apart.

Laymen's Co-operating Missionary Society, 
the question being onthe recognition of the 
society by the eonvention. The gentiemen who 
aitacked it yesterday ,the speaker thought, had 
not knowledge enough of its operations to 
speak ior itand the statements they mace were 
simply lay sermons, the product of a want ot 
knowledge of the aims of the society.

Dr. Betts said that in someiway the impression 
had taken boldthat he was opposed to the 
Laymen’s Co-operating Missionary Society.

Arkansas Train Robbers Captured. 
Intermation has veen received at Little Rock 
of the capture of the three men who robbed 
the Iron Mountain train last Thursday, between 
Hope and Emmett, Ark. Two, giving the 


names Jesse Monroe and William Delaney, 
were captured sixteen miles trom Ultima 
Thuie, Choctaw Nation, by W.k. Dollarhide, 
ot Ultima Thule, J. M. Huddleston, C. C. 
Moore and A. W. Blevins, of Mineral Springs. 
Thiity shots were fired, after which 
the twomen asked foran armistice and su- 
rendered in abeut ten minutes. They had 
meanwhile concealed the money stolen from 
the express car. The third man, Wiliam Cox, 
was captured in Franklin county, Texas, by J. 
Moore. of Hopkin connty, Tex.,# Conductor 
Clark Hailof the Iron Mountain Road, Pat Lor- 
ivan ane J. Milford, of Texirésana. Lhe three 
robbers are supposed tobe Texas cow-boys 
nee. 16, 2 and 22 years” respectiveiy, 
and are unknown in the neighborhood 
of Hope. ‘The pursuit wa# vigorously under- 
taken by Sher ff Williams, of Hope county, 
and Conductor Hail, ot the Lron Mountuin Road, 
who followed the desperadoes to Ben Lomoni1, 
Sevier county, where they separated. The 
pursuing posse then divided and Conductor 
Hall followed Cox, whose steps were tovard 
Texas. Upon surrendering he saidtoHal: ‘‘If 
you had given ine wu minute’s notice I would 
have given vou a lively deal.’’ All three are 
now lodged in jail at Hope.

The Williams Brothers Give the Slip to Their 
Pursuers. 

Atter a long and careful search extending 
over a period of two days and covering both 
the river banks from Grafton to this city, the 
St. Louis detectives have given up the quest 
for the Williams boys. About 8 o’clock a tired- 
looking squad of fly-cops straggled into the 
Four Courts and wearily stacked their guns in 
the corner of the detectives’froom and then 
distributed themselves around on the chairsin 
the office. They were O’Neil, Wilson, 
Stewart and Eggs, and they had 
come home without a_ single desperado 
concealed about their persons.On last Tuesday 
morning the parties had met at the Chestnut 
Street Station just before daybreak, and, in 
company with Sheriff Blades and Chief Ken- 
nett, had taken passage on the tug Susie Haz- 
ardto Alton. The trip up was made ver 
slowly, because every willow clump, sloug 
and creek on both sides of the river 
bad to be investigated thoroughly for 
the lurking desperadoes and the process 
naturally consumed much time. The party 
were armed with Winchester rifles and good 
spy-glasses, but the murderers seemed to be 
hid away where even a solar microscope could 
not fetch them. At 9:30 the paryy.reached 
Alton and were transfered from the tug to the 
steam yacht Truant in which the 
search was continued. The same laborious 
work was done from Alton to Grafton. Despite 
the keen lookout which was kept, the trip was 
barren of results. Any one wno knows the 
character of thecountry along the river be- 
tween St. Louis and Grafton wil recognize the 

reat facilities it gives for any one wishing to 

lide. During the war the guerrillas took 
advantage of the numerous islanis 
and lurking-places, and if the Maxwells are at 
ali familiar withthe region they should find 
no difficulty in getting safely away. There 
are over a dozen islandsand numoperiess creeks 
and bayous, and the country is covered with 
the primeval forest, while the thick, tangled 
masses of grape vines and other undergrowth 
render the islands and shores almost impass- 
able. If the Williams boys are well provided 
with food they can lie securely in their lairs 
until the pursuit is altogether forgotton, The 
people, too, in the neighborhood of Portage 
des Sioux are notof a character to assist the 
officers of justice in a aquest ofthis kind. Their 
sympathies are altogether with the despera- 


oes, and they are much more apt to 
try and shelter the _  tugitives and 
help them out of the countrv 


than to deliver them upto the office:s of the 
law. Several parties of count officers and 
Sheriffs’ posses are still searching, but hith- 
erto they have funked badiv wben there was a 
chance to go in on the Wiwiams brothers. 
Whether they will gain courage by being leit 
alone in the pursuit remains to 
be seen. The St. Louis officers 
bave altogether abandoned the hunt as hope- 
less. Just as O’Neil’s party were getting 
horre, wet and tired and disgusted, the North 
St. Louis police picked up acouple of men 
who were believed to be the Williams broth- 
ers. They had landed froma skiff near bis- 
se]ll’s Point and crawled into the grass; where, 
ait« r the manner of desperadoes,they promptly 
went to sleep where ali passers-by could see 
them. Officer Meyerpeter arres:edthetwo men, 
who were well-xermed and unable to givea 
good uccount of themselves. Whoever they 
are, they are not the Williams boys. They 
claim that they came down the river yesterduy 
from Vortage in the skiff, and if they did 
so it is a wonder that some of the 
many watchers on the bank did not pot them 
by the way. The names of thetwo men were 
Bentley and Baker. They were released this 
morning.

morning after elaborate ments by coun- 
sel. The next case in the Federal Court await- 
ing trial is that of Thos. J. Pope and James E. 
Pope, iron contractors, against Oliver B. Fil- 
ley. An agreement was made for a supply 
of. 500 tons of Shott’s ig iron at 
$9600 a ton, to be shipped from 
Glasgow and delivered at New Orleans as soon 
as possible after Februay 20, 1880. There was 
along delay in ocean transmission and Mr. 
Filley was not notified of the shipment or ar- 
rival at New Orleans until May 26, 1880. It was 
then too late for his purposes and he refused 
to accept the shipment on the 
ground that it was not delivered in time. 
During the period of transmission the iron 
markets of Great Britain and the United States 
took a terrible tumble, and consequently the 
Glasgow shipment was sold at less than one- 
halfthe amount of the contract. The Pope 
Brothers claimed judgment for the differ- 
ence in value, $6,491, and Mr.
